AUTUMN  SOWING 

Seeds  of  certain  rockery  and  border  per¬ 
ennials,  of  many  bulbs,  shrubs,  and  trees  seem 
to  be  benefited  by  a  period  of  exposure  to  low 
temperature.  The  best  way  to  handle  such 
seeds  is  to  sow  them  in  open  ground  seed  beds, 
or  in  cold  frames,  in  late  autumn.  The  seed 
bed  should  be  lightly  mulched  with  peat  moss, 
straw  or  litter  during  the  colder  months,  to 
keep  it  from  drying  out,  and  to  prevent  frost 
heaving.  Germination  of  all  the  species  listed 
in  this  folder  will  be  helped  by  late  autumn 
sowing,  except,  of  course,  the  House  Plants, 
which  should  be  sown  indoors. 

Beside  the  kinds  listed  here,  autumn  sow¬ 
ing  will  be  found  beneficial  to  the  following, 
offered  in  my  General  Catalog:  Scottish  Hea¬ 
ther,  Maianthmum,  Epimedium,  Violets,  Meco- 
nopsis,  Monotropa,  Arum,  Crawfurdia,  Podo¬ 
phyllum,  Cyclamen,  Leucojum,  Alstroemeria, 
Convallaria,  Polygonatum,  Jeffersonia,  Smila- 
cina,  Asarum,  Uvularia,  Funkia,  Cortusa,  Dis- 
porum,  Incarvillea,  Baptisia,  Cassia,  Geran¬ 
ium,  Clintonia,  Cotoneaster,  Mespilus,  Ho- 
venia,  Blueberry,  Clematis  and  the  like.  Please 
understand  that  the  kinds  listed  above,  and 
in  this  folder,  are  not  necessarily  sown  in 
autumn.  It  is  simply  that  there  is  some  gain 
in  quicker  and  easier  germination  when  this 
is  done. 

WINTER  SOWING 

Sowing  may  be  done  just  as  long  as  the 
ground  can  be  worked.  In  the  North  this 
usually  means  November  or  December,  but  in 
regions  with  open  winters,  sowings  may  also 
be  made  in  January  and  February,  or  even 
in  early  March.  Wherever  you  may  live, 
should  the  ground  freeze  before  you  can  sow, 
you  may  simulate  actual  ground  sowing  with 
much  the  same  benefit  by  stratifying  alternate 
layers  of  seeds  and  damp  sand  or  peat  moss. 
This  should  be  done  in  an  unheated  shed,  the 
pile  covered  with  litter  to  prevent  drying,  and 
all  left  until  early  spring,  when  the  treated 
seeds  may  be  sown  outside  for  quick  germin¬ 
ation.

CAMASSIA  LEICHTLINI  —  The  flowers  are 
perfect  stars,  sometimes  an  inch  and  a  half 
across,  and  each  tall,  airy,  loosely  formed 
spike  carries  many  of  them  widely  open  at 
one  time.  The  spikes  are  often  four  feet  tall, 
and  may  bear  100  blossoms.  The  bulbs  are 
fully  hardy  anywhere  and  the  season  of  bloom 
is  long.  Mixed  colors,  including  white,  rich 
cream,  pale  lavender  and  gentian  blue.  Cam- 
assias  can  hardly  be  recommended  too  highly.

ERYTHRONIUMS  MIXED— Charming  flow¬ 
ers  like  very  dwarf  Lilies,  for  woodland,  shady 
corner  or  not  too  sunny  rockery.  The  color 
variations  are  remarkable,  cream,  deep  yel¬ 
low,  purple,  lavender  and  rose-pink.  Often 
there  are  contrasting  color  bands.  Plant  the 
bulbs  as  soon  as  you  get  them.  3  for  25c;

CROCUS  BLEND  —  I  always  watch  for  the 
first  Crocus  blossoms.  There  are  other  flowers 
a  bit  earlier,  but  none  so  luxuriantly  color¬ 
ful,  or  that  give  so  much  of  that  “Spring  is 
here”  feeling.

The  five  kinds  below  are  particularly  fitted 
for  the  winter  window  garden,  blooming 
profusely  and  easily  when  potted  up.  Of 
course  many  of  the  hardy  bulbs,  Triteleia, 
Muscari  and  the  like,  are  also  good  for  forcing. 

BABIANA  TRUE  AZURE— The  blossoms  are 
bluer  than  indigo,  a  rich  living  blue  that  is 
hard  to  describe.  Flowers  easily  and  quickly 
in  pots.
